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Controversial plan for 
new homes to go ahead 


Minister rules local authority should decide

CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build new homes on an area 
of public car park in Ely’s 
Barton Road WILL go ahead 
- after the Government de¬ 
cided not to get involved. 

Despite concerns about 
the loss of both car and 
coach parking spaces, the 
impact the development 
will have on Ely’s conserva¬ 
tion area - and the scale of 
the properties - East Cambs 
District Council’s planning 
committee voted by a ma¬ 
jority to approve the scheme 
earlier this month. 

However, because the 
plans were submitted by 
council bosses through their 
Local Authority Trading 
Company, it was down to the 
Secretary of State for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment, Sajid Javid, to have the 


final say. 

In a letter sent to senior 
planning officer, Andrew 
Phillips, on Monday, Laura 
Mansell, planning casework 
manager for the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and 
Local Government, said Mr 
Javid was “content” to leave 
it to the local authority - and 
that he would not be calling 
in the scheme. 

She said: “The Secretary 
of State has carefully con¬ 
sidered this case against 
call-in policy. The Govern¬ 
ment is committed to give 
more power to councils and 
communities to make their 
own decisions on planning 
issues. 

“In deciding whether to 
call in this application, the 
Secretary of State has con¬ 
sidered his policy on calling 
in planning applications. 

“The Secretary of State has 
decided, having had regard 
to this policy, not to call in 


this application. He is con¬ 
tent that it should be deter¬ 
mined by the local planning 
authority.” 

The news will come as a 
blow to residents who have 
been campaigning against 
the plans since they were 
submitted in December. 

More than 150 letters of 
objection were lodged, in¬ 
cluding from the City of Ely 
Council - and criticism from 
the district council’s own 
conservation officers. 

The decision will see six 
town houses and five apart¬ 
ments built on an area of the 
car park, which the council 
describes as “under utilised 
land”. The council hopes to 
make more than £1.5m in 
profit from the scheme.

Driver is badly 
injured in rail 
crossing crash 


A MAN suffered serious head 
injuries when a train crashed 
into the Land Rover he was 
driving. 

The horrific collision hap¬ 
pened at the Nairns Level 
Crossing - a private cross¬ 
ing between Stretham and 
Waterbeach on the Cam¬ 
bridge to Ely line. 

Emergency services were 
called to the incident at 
around 2.30pm on Friday 
and the driver of the Land 
Rover, a man in his 40s, was 
airlifted to Addenbrooke’s. 

In a statement on Tuesday 
morning, a British Trans¬ 
port Police (BTP) spokes¬ 
man said: “The King’s Lynn 
to London’s King’s Cross

service was travelling at ap¬ 
proximately 60-70mph when 
it struck the car. 

“The driver of the car was 
taken to hospital where he 
was treated for serious head 
injuries. He currently re¬ 
mains in hospital where he 
is receiving care for non-life 
threatening injuries.” 

A Network Rail spokes¬ 
man said: “This type of level 
crossing is typically used by 
fewer than 10 vehicles per 
day and requires users to tel¬ 
ephone a signal box for per¬ 
mission to cross.” 


He said that there were 
“clear instructions” telling 
anyone who wanted to cross 
to call a signaller based in 
Cambridge. 

None of the 115 passen¬ 
gers on the train are believed 
to have been hurt in the col¬ 
lision. One passenger tweet¬ 
ed at the time of the crash: 
“On train between Ely and 
Cambridge we just hit a car. 
Everyone in train is ok. Air 
ambulance just arrived on 
scene.” 

A joint investigation be¬ 
tween the BTP and the 
Rail Accident Investigation 
Branch is now underway. 
Anyone with information is 
urged to call 0800 40 50 40. 


Investigation into cause of stack fire 


A HUGE straw stack caught 
fire in Haddenham on 
Monday night. 

Firefighters tackled more 
than 1,000 tonnes of stacked 
straw well alight on land 
in Sutton Road at around 
9.30pm. 


Crews from Sutton, Ely and 
Chatteris attended the scene. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said the 
blaze was "scaled down" by 
around 11 pm and that crews 
allowed the stack to "burn 


out under a close watch". 

A farmer also assisted 
the crews by using farm 
machinery to create a fire 
break. 

Fire chiefs were still 
investigating the cause when 
Ely News went to print.

"The driver and passenger of the 
Ford were not injured." 

On Tuesday morning, a police 
spokesman said that the man's 


condition had stabilised but that 
he was still receiving treatment at 
Addenbrooke's.

Police raid 
suspected 
drugs den 

A MAN has been arrested and 
charged after police raided a 
suspected drugs den in Ely. 

Officers swooped on a 
property in Downham Road - 
not far from Ely College and a 
number of primary schools and 
pre-schools - just after 8.30am 
on Monday. 

Speaking on the Policing 
East Cambs Facebook page, 
a spokesman said: "The 
warrant was executed following 
intelligence that the premises 
were being used to supply and 
take Class A drugs. 

"The occupant of the address, 
a male aged 45, was arrested 
under Section 8 of the Misuse 
of Drugs Act for allowing 
the premises to be used for 
consuming drugs. He was 
subsequently interviewed and 
charged." 

Sgt Phil Priestley said: "The 
address has been linked to 
anti-social behaviour and it was 
deemed necessary to intervene 
to safeguard the community. 

"We want to reassure people 
that issues regarding the address 
have been confronted and we are 
working with Sanctuary Housing 
on a long-term solution." 

The man has been bailed 
to appear at Cambridge 
Magistrates' Court on August 30.

Hospital should 
be expanded 

REGARDING the possible closure of 
the Ely minor injuries unit, I think my 
experience will be enlightening. 

On March 7 I fell and broke my 
hip at a local garden centre. The staff 
phoned for an ambulance (999). 
Nearly one hour later the ambulance 
arrived. I requested that I be taken 
to Addenbrooke's Hospital. This was 
refused because there was a queue 
of ambulances unable to unload 
their patients. Hence I was taken to 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital (30 miles) 
where I was taken into the A&E 
corridor to await assessment. 

Initially tests were carried out 
in the corridor. Four hours later, I 
was transferred to a bay where my 
assessment continued. Many hours 
later I was transferred to a ward. 
Several days later an operation 
was performed to repair my hip. I 
remained in Hinchingbrooke Hospital 
for several weeks. 

In early April I was transferred 
to the Princess of Wales Hospital 
for rehabilitation. This, I presume, 
was due to the lack of staff able to 
undertake this time-consuming work. 
After 10 days I was discharged to 
home care. 

I must emphasise that all the staff 
doctors, nurses and auxiliaries were 
kind and professional against a 
background of staff shortages. 

We moved to Littleport some 19 
years ago and were introduced to 
the POW. Local people explained 
that it was formerly a fully-equipped 
RAF hospital which gave good service 
to local residents and those in the 
surrounding village across the board. 

With the continuing expansion 
of Ely, eg housing extending to 
Chettisham and building in Littleport 
and surrounding areas, it seems 


perverse to continue the downgrading 
or closure of the POW when the 
emphasis should be to expand the 
service and facilities.

HIGHFIELD School in Ely is to become part 
of the Active Learning Trust (ALT) empire. 

The school, which is based in Downham 
Road and caters for children with additional 
needs, will be joining the trust in September 
- and will be called Highfield Ely. 

ALT currently operates 14 schools across 
East Anglia, five of which are in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, including the Isle of Ely Primary 
School. It is also going to be running the two 
new schools being built in Littleport. 

The construction of Cambridgeshire

Cannabis ‘farmer’ 
to pay back £425k 


A MAN who owns the land 
and barn where Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s largest ever 
cannabis factory was dis¬ 
covered has been ordered 
to pay back more than 
£400,000 by a court. 

Neil Badcock, 48, was 
convicted of conspiracy 
to produce cannabis in 
October 2013 following a 
trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court and was jailed for 
seven years. 

He was arrested follow¬ 
ing a police raid at Tree 
Farm, in Hill Row Cause¬ 
way, Haddenham, on July 
8 , 2010 . 

Badcock has since been 
told by the court he will 
have to pay back £425,000

of his ill-gotten gains 
within three months un¬ 
der the Proceeds of Crime 
Act (POCA). 

If he fails to, he will face 
a four-year extension of 
his current sentence with 
the payment still owed. 

The court heard he had 
assets totalling nearly 
£650,000 including a farm 
house, bungalow, barns, 
machinery and the land 
itself at Tree Farm. 

As previously reported, 
the cannabis factory at 
Tree Farm was run by 


Kevin Hart, 46, of Elm 
Close, Huntingdon. 

He was jailed for 10 
years after pleading guilty 
to the same charge and 
ordered to pay back more 
than £1 million in crimi¬ 
nal gains. 

At the time, Tree Farm 
was one of the largest and 
most professional canna¬ 
bis set ups found in the 
UK, with 7,655 plants in 
various stages of growth. 

The estimated street 
value of the recovered 
plants was £1.75 million, 
with a yearly yield of ap¬ 
proximately £8 million. 

Hart, Badcock and six 
others were arrested and 
all charged with conspir¬ 


acy to produce cannabis. 

The ruling on Badcock 
brings the total criminal 
benefit conceded by all 
involved to more than 
£10.6 million. 

Asset recover team 
leader Malcolm Ewles, 
from the Eastern Region 
Special Operations Unit 
(ERSOU), said: “Badcock 
fought this order all the 
way and it is particularly 
pleasing that the total 
criminal benefit has now 
been conceded. 

“This was an organised 
and professional net¬ 
work of criminals who 
were making substantial 
amounts of cash from 
their enterprise.” 


Police urge drivers to be patient with farm traffic 


POLICE are urging drivers to be 
more patient with farm vehicles on 
the region’s roads - particularly the 
A142. 

Officers say too many motorists 
are overtaking tractors and other 
agricultural vehicles when it is not 
safe to do so - putting their own and 
other’s lives in danger. 

Sgt Phil Priestley, who is based in 
Ely, said: “The A142 is particularly 
congested with seasonal demand on 


agricultural traffic and high-sided 
vehicles. 

“Drivers are asked to display an 
extra level of patience and care. This 
is part and parcel of rural life - the 
farming community and economy is 
key to the surrounding area - but it 
can cause frustration for drivers. 

“Don’t be tempted into taking a 
questionable overtake. Head on col¬ 
lisions are always the most likely to 
lead to fatalities.” 


Sgt Priestley says drivers need to 
be allowing extra time to get to and 
from their destinations. 

He said: “Please factor in extra 
journey time - the chances are that 
you will spend at least a period of 
your route behind a slow moving ve¬ 
hicle at this time of year. 

“If you are running late, pull over 
and make a phone call to advise 
someone, and try to take the pres¬ 
sure off yourself arriving quickly.”

Cabbie victim 
‘feels let down’ 


A TAXI driver who was as¬ 
saulted while waiting for 
fares in Ely has said he feels 
‘disappointed and let down’ 
over the sentence of his at¬ 
tacker. 

Stuart Bartlett, 27, 
grabbed the shirt ofWilliam 
Noble - from family busi¬ 
ness Noble Cars in Ely - be¬ 
fore trying to drag him from 
the window of the car he 
was waiting in, Cambridge 
magistrates were told. 

Bartlett, of Upton Place, 
Littleport, pleaded guilty 
to assault by beating and 
criminal damage. 

He denied the pros¬ 
ecution’s claims that he 
punched the victim or 
grabbed him round the 
throat, but admitted pulling 
his shirt. 

Magistrates handed Bar¬ 
tlett 80 hours’ unpaid work 
and ordered him to pay Mr 
Noble £65 in compensation 
and £170 court costs. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “At 2am on Saturday, 
fune 4 this year the victim 
was parked in a taxi rank 
waiting for fares when the

defendant came shouting 
and running across the road 
from the Balti King on Mar¬ 
ket Street. 

“Mr Noble said he was 
then punched in the face by 
Bartlett. 

“He had known the de¬ 
fendant for three years and 
said he had on-going is¬ 
sues with him due to him 
not paying a number of taxi 
fares. He said he no longer 
lets him in his cabs because 
of this.” 

Bartlett had to be pulled 
back from the taxi twice by 
friends before he was re¬ 
strained by a police officer, 
the court heard. 

He pulled Mr Noble’s shirt 
so hard that the hem and 
buttons ripped - result¬ 
ing in the criminal damage 
charge. 

In a victim impact state¬ 
ment Mr Noble said he was 
left shocked because there 
was no reason for Bartlett to 
act in a “violent and aggres¬ 


sive” manner. 

He added: “All I was doing 
was sitting in my taxi cab; I 
didn’t move from my driv¬ 
er’s seat the whole time.” 

Christina Metcalfe, miti¬ 
gating, said Bartlett had 
kept out of trouble since 
2010 but accepted he had 
lost control on this occa¬ 
sion. 

She added: “The two men 
fell out over the defendant’s 
ex-partner who works in 
Ely. 

“He discovered the victim 
had been informing his ex¬ 
partner when and who he 
was out with.” 

Speaking to the Ely News 
after the sentencing, Mr 
Noble said he felt “disap¬ 
pointed and let down over 
the lenient sentence”. 

He said he never knew the 
case went to court and he 
hopes to give his £65 com¬ 
pensation to the East Angli¬ 
an Air Ambulance charity.

Abellio has been confirmed as 
the winner of the East Anglia rail 
franchise.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Insurance - check on your home contents 
insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

The British appetite for afternoon tea shows no 
sign of being sated. Lisa Millard meets Tonie Waller, 
the brains behind china hire service My Pretty Tea 
Party to talk tea, cake and the enduring appeal of 
vintage.

N OSTALGIA is part of the charm of 
My Pretty Tea Party, the vintage 
china-hire company. "I recently 
provided centre stands for an afternoon 
tea party at Quy Mill's Cambridge Roar. 
Quite a few of the ladies there told me 
they remember drinking from tea sets like 
mine," says Tonie Waller, who bought the 
splendid-looking business earlier this year. 

As well as supplying cake stands, cups 
and saucers, tea pots, luncheon, tea and 
dinner plates, all taking pride of 
place on the well-dressed 
tables at the chi-chi 
hotel, Tonie created 
centrepieces styled 
with upside-down 
top hats, 
teapots 
and playing 
cards. "My 
china was used 
at a tea party 
to celebrate the 
Queen's birthday at 
an old people's home 
and it reminded so many 
of them of being young and drinking tea 
from their mother's china cups." 

Tonie's Burwell home is now HQ to 
My Pretty Tea Party and the spare room 
- "it was meant to be a very pretty spare 
room, but is now full of china" - is neatly 
laid with the delicate crockery and props 
that are the tools of Tonie's trade (she has 
about 400 cups and saucers and 60 cake 
stands, at last count). 

"I sometimes come and sit in this room 
because it's just so lovely. I have always 
been creative and really enjoy putting the 
sets together to look pretty and creating 
scenes for the Facebook page - there's 
much more to this than just sending out 
boxes of china cups in bubble wrap." 

One client, Homerton College in 
Cambridge, ordered so many cake stands 
for its graduation ceremony tea that Tonie 
and her partner Jamie had to make more 


of them. "I am always on the lookout for 
items to replenish my stock and bought a 
bundle from a selling page recently that 
was individually wrapped in pages of a 
magazine called The Home Companion 
that was published in 1939. I had a lovely 
time unwrapping the pieces and reading 
all the articles - I don't think anyone had 
even touched the china since then." 

Tonie, who has two young children, 
bought the business to combine it with her 
other job cooking at a children's nursery. 

"I thought it would be fun and work 
well with the time I have. But 
it's been busier than I 
expected - we had five 
functions last weekend 
- and have nearly made 
back the money it cost us 
to buy the company. It 
turned out the lady who 
ran it before actually 
lives in a house the 
other side of our back 
garden. I think it was just 
meant to be. 

"Vintage is so popular - the 
mismatched and pick-and-mix china looks 
so pretty, you really can't go wrong; we 
get booked for weddings, hen dos, tea 
parties and even funerals. I love cooking 
and hope, one day, to actually make and 
supply the afternoon tea to accompany 
the china, but that will have to wait until 
the children are older." 

Tonie offers a wash-up service too, 
which is proving popular - but the 
delicacy of the crockery means everything 
has to be hand-washed with care: "I can't 
use a dishwasher, so it takes quite a long 
time." 

But it's all worth it. Drinking tea from a 
proper (and pretty) china cup does add to 
the experience: "It definitely tastes better," 
says Tonie. "So does Pimm's. I have started 
making Pimm's in a teapot and serving 
it in a china cup and it looks and tastes 
delicious."

F UCKING around the internet for a new 
car it's easy to start day dreaming about 
the set of wheels you'd like parked 
outside the house for the next year or two. 

Easy to fancy a Ferrari, for instance. 

Red, probably and with the optional gold 
rims and leather wheel arches (inside, of 
course). A yellow rev counter would be 
nice, too. 

Then you come down to earth and 
remember the budget: modest. And what 
you'll be doing with the car; taking the kids 
to school, the family to the supermarket 
and dad to the station. 

So a Ferrari doesn't really fit the bill. The 
car you see here, on the other hand, might 
do just that. 

The Rio is one step up in the Kia range 
and built to take on the likes of the Ford 
Fiesta and Renault Clio. 

Built in the Kia homeland of Korea, 
the Rio starts at £10,095 for a car with a 
1.25-litre petrol engine and climbs to the 
rarefied heights of £17,445 for a bells-and- 
whistles model with a 1.4-litre diesel on 
board. 

Hardly anyone will go for the latter 
model - you're well into the territory of the 
next size of car at this price level - but the 
more modest petrol burner, also fitted to 
the test car, will attract lots of attention. 

Not for its Ferrari-like performance (by 
some way) or for its leech-like hold on the 
road (it's perfectly safe but some distance 
from fun) but for the way it would rapidly 
become the household transport equivalent 
of the washing machine or vacuum cleaner. 

Lots (too many?) reports you read on cars 
start and end with the fun you're going to 
have if you buy one (that Ferrari again) but 
most of us don't inhabit a world of wall to 


wall transport delight. 

Rather, we're happy with a car that 
promises modestly and then more than 
delivers. Like the Kia Rio. 

This latest version may have had a nip 
and tuck at the stylist's - new bumpers 
front and rear, new trim and dashboard 
treatment inside - but it's never going to 
be anything more than a compact five- 
door hatch with family duties in mind. And 
there's nothing wrong with that. 

Nothing munch wrong with the way the 
car moves either; you'll need to change 
gear rather a lot when uphill slopes appear 
and the road roars away beneath the tyres 
on coarse surfaces, but 50.4mpg on the trip 
computer promises an economical life with 
the Rio. 

So does the seven years or 100,000 
miles warranty on non-wear-and-tear- 
items, an insurance class only three rungs 
above the cheapest out there and nothing 
to pay on car tax in year one and a mere 
£30 thereafter. 

There's room in the rear for a couple 
of growing children (three at a pinch) and 
the boot is big enough for most practical 
purposes. Bigger than a Ferrari's for sure. 
There's even a proper temporary spare 
wheel, replacing the tyre repair kit on 
previous Rios that might leave you stranded 
in deepest Spain on a wet Sunday evening. 

Then we come to fixtures and fittings. 
Every Rio has a DAB radio, electrically 
heated and adjusted door mirrors, while 
the '2' grade on test adds electric windows 
all round, air conditioning and alloy 
wheels. 

So, nothing to get excited about, but 
sometimes steady faithfulness will do just 
fine.

Mitsubishi Outlander diesel 



MITSUBISHI has good reason to feel 
confident the latest version of its Outlander 
4x4 will prove a massive hit. 

The Japanese brand has sold more than 
a million of the mid-size SUVs since the 
original's launch back in 2001. 

And while the PHEV - Plug-in Hybrid 
Electric Vehicle - variant that dominates 
the UK plug-in scene continues to scoop 
countless awards, the diesel version has been 
making waves of its own. 

Freshly updated both inside and out, the 
new Outlander is up for grabs with five or 
seven seats and vies for sales with the likes of 
the Land Rover Discovery Sport, Honda CR- 
V, Nissan X-Trail and Hyundai Santa Fe. 

Operating in such a competitive arena 
demands the highest of standards and the 
Mitsubishi really looks and feels the business. 

Fit, finish and sound insulation is top 
notch, there's some lovely soft leather in 
higher spec cars like the tested GX4 model, 
better software, fewer buttons, decent 
interior space and a large boot. 

Add to that some genuine exterior design 
flair plus smart touches like seats that stay 
cool in summer and reflect UV rays to keep 
warm in winter and a set-up that prevents 
accidental acceleration from a stationary 
position and a you have a car pretty much 
without compromise. 

The latest Outlander also benefits from 40 
changes aimed at reducing noise, vibration 
and harshness compared to the previous 
version. 

If you're one of those people who can't 
get their head round plug-in hybrid the 
diesel, with its 2.2-litre 148bhp engine, 
makes a lot of sense. 

It may not cruise silently through the 
streets like its stablemate but it's smooth, 


strong and can return decent economy - on 
faster roads at least. 

Head off-road and its 4WD system easily 
copes with muddy track, waterlogged fields 
and rocky surfaces in general. 

Space is plentiful for five and while the 
two third row seats are individual they're 
realistically only for kids - and having them 
in place severely restricts luggage capacity. 

Otherwise you get a terrific load area 
which can accommodate a couple of 
mountain bikes if you fold down the second 
and third row seats. 

Stowage is ample, the likes of door bins 
with bottle holders, deep central box, 
glovebox, four cupholders and a small 
container in each door. 

All four of the trim grades are well specced 
up and include an auto-dimming rear-view 
mirror, dual-zone climate control and LED 
daytime running lights. 

Go for GX3 or 4 and you get silver 
roof rails, 18-inch alloy wheels, leather 
upholstery, a heated and electric driver's 
seat, LED headlights, sat-nav, rear-view 
camera and an electric sunroof.
